Boats last year, equaled a loss 
if $26.60 for every man, woman 
nd child in the state, the Calif- 
rnia Highway Patrol has an* 
lounced.
Based on a National Safety 

Council formula which com- 
mtes costs of all fatal, Injury, 
nd property damage accidents 
it the rate of $110,000 loss per 
raffle death, the total dollar 

loss for 1954 came to $341.440.-. 
000.

Patrol Commissioner B. R. 
Caldwell explained that the 
staggering economic loss wa» 
suffered as a result of a grisly 
traffic toll including 3104 dead 
and 108.289 injured In ISO.lMtr- 

j afflc accidents. He emphasized, 
j as another sickening phase of 
the entire traffic accident pict­ 
ure, the fact that more than nine 
thousand of the Injured have 
suffered permanent disabilities.
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
